I miles south of Aiexandropoi and some 
SB jrtiles from the Russo-Ottoman 
boundary. There is a steep hill to 
the south and east of the storied cap- 
ital of the old Armenian kingdom, 
through a tortuous gorge beside the 
dead cit^1'flows the Arpa Chai, a 
weird, bright-green river. 
This is 


the site of the last great city of a 
free Armenian people. 


"Ani was once a, famous, splendid 


capital, the 'city with 1001 churches,' 
whose influence extended throughout 
the Caucasus and as far M England, 
in the west. All that remain of its 
population, are an aged Armenian 
monk, the director of excavations and 
the pleasant host to stray antiqua- 
rians and other tourists to places out 
of the way, and a few Armenain peas- i 
ants. Before the war, this population 
lived in peaceful isolation among the 
memorials of their nation's forme 
greatness, 


"A visitor's book was kept by the 


monk, and its early entries reach 
back many years. The home of the 
monk, headquarters and guest-house 
of the dead city, was a one-stc 
stone structure, near the cathedral. It 
contained one large, bare, and rather 
dirty ropm devoted to the accommo. 
dation of occasional guests. Its four 
beds constituted it a bed room; its 
benches nude it into * dining room. 


"The ancient capital was buit upon 


• promontory, out by the Arpa Chai 
•ad * mall tributary stream. Across 
tt» third aide, iti founders had eut a 
ditch, making their city.»oer « raised 
plattbrm, which gave it great advan- 
tages for defente in th* day» before 
cannon could Hurl their destruction 
from the neighboring heights. Ani 
wax a strong fortress in it* hoydey, 
and its powerful walU, with their 
many towow, ara still atanding, 
itrung around the plain. Tho walls 
hav» largely decayed, however, thro' 
tho centurle* in which the eity has 
tain quiet and unpeopled. 


"Back of tho wails, in uneven, inco- 


herent distribution, Ho tho remains of 
ehurchw, palaces and public places, 
without number, some jn«t the heavy 
ground work, suggesting tho old-time 


structure, while other buildings sur- 
vive in high, ragged masonry. Tlie 
cathedral stands unbroken, a solitary, 
weather-torn edifice, a red and b-owi 
growth out of thc red and brown 
plain. 


"The history of the later years of 


the Armenian kingdom js bound up 
m the history of Ani. 1;JC strong- 
hold city became the capital of the 
Bagratid kings of Armenia in 961. 
The Byzantium emperor captured it 
in 1046, and it was then a hive of 
many scores of thousands, a wealthy 
city and an inviting one. The Sef- 
juk Turks carried fire and sword 
throughout its confines 18 years later, 
the warlike Georgians took it, five 
times between 1125 and 1209; the 
Mongols over ran it m 1239, and an ' 
earthquake 
in 1319 completed tho 


work and ruin. The great cathedral, 
the most perfect survival, was foind- 
«d in 1010, just at the beginning ol 
the city's long chain of misfortunes,.'"

the site of the last great city of a 
free Armenian people. 


"Ani was once a famous, splendid 


capital, the 'city with 1001 churches,' 
whose influence extended throughout 
the Caucasus and as far a* England, 
in the west. All that remain of its 
population, are an aged Armenian 
monk, the director of excavations and 
the pleasant host to stray antiqua- 
rians and other tourists to places out 
of the way, and a few Armenain peas- i 
ants. Before the war, this population 
lived in peaceful isolation among the 
memorials of their nation's forme 
greatness. 


"A visitor's boojc was kept by the 


monk, and its early entries reach 
back many years. The home of the 
monk, headquarters and guest-house 
of the dead city, was a one-stc 
stone structjire, near the cathedral. II 
contained one large, bare, and rather 
djrty n>pm devoted to the accommo. 
dation of occasional guests. Its four 
beds constituted it a bed room; its 
benches nude it inte * dining room. 


"The ancient capital w«s buit upon 


a promontory, out by the Arpa Chai 
•ad • mall tributary strewn. Across 
tJ» third wUe, iti founder* had cut a 
ditch, making their city.»oer * raised 
plattterw, which gave it great advan- 
tages for defenae in the day* before 
cannon could Hurl their destruction 
from the neighboring heights. Ani 
wa* a strong fertress in it* heyxiey, 
and its powerful wall*, with their 
many towers, an 
still atanding, 


itrung around the plain. The walls 
hav» largely decayed, however, thro' 
the centuries in which the eity has 
lain qui«t and unpeopled. 


"Back ef the walls, in uneven, inco- 


herent distribution, He the remains of 
ehurchw, palaew and public places, 
without Dumber, acme jut the heavy 
ground work, suggesting the old-time 


structure, while other buildings sur- 
vive in high, ragged masonry. Tlie 
cathedral stands unbroken, a solitary, 
weather-torn edifice, a red and browi 
growth out of thc red and brown 
plain. 


"The history of the later years of 


the Armenian kingdom js bound up 
m the history of Ani. 1ilc strong- 
hold city became the capital of the 
Bagratid kings of Armenia in 961. 
The Byzantium emperor captured it 
in 1046, and it was then a hive of 
many scores of thousands, a wealthy 
city and an inviting one. The Sef- 
juk Turks earned fire and sword 
throughout its confines 18 years later; 
the warlike Georgians took it, five 
times between 1125 and 1209; the 
Mongols over ran it in 1239, and an ' 
earthquake in 1319 completed tho 
work and rum. The great cathedral, 
the most perfect survival, was found- 
ed in 1010, just at the beginning ol 
the city's long chain of misfortunes,.'"
